How the Steamer Ibex Laden With 
Excursionists Was Saved by the 
Speed at Which She Was Going— 
The Stella Wreck—The Hampstead 
Heath Catastrophe—Panic in a 
Westminster Theatre. 

It says much for the excellent or- 


ganization of railway and steamboat 
services that, @ven in times O1 great 


pressure upon their resources, acci- 
dents in proportion to the number 
traveling are very rare. Neverthe- 


less, it is seldom that a bank holi- 
day season passes without accidents 
of a more or less serious character, 
When one considers the hugeness of 
the operations involved, the only 
wonder is that more of the traveling 
public are not maimed or killed. 

In 1897 the wreck of an excursion 
steamer occurred which was a sort 
of forecast, had one been gifted with 
prevision, of a much more terrible 
event two years later. The Ibex, 
laden with 500 passengers, was uap- 
proaching St. Helier on Good Fri- 
day of that year, and, seemingly un- 
suspicious of danger, was proceed- 
ing at full speed between Guernsey 
and Jersey. As it happened, — her 
speed, though fatal to herself, was 
the salvation of her passengers, for 
she not only struck a reef of sunken 
rocks, but became so immovably fix- 
ed between two of them that she 


could not founder, and there she re- | 


mained until the Frederica took off 
all her passengers. 


Two years later the terrible Stella | 


catastrophe took place. She was not 
nearly so heavily laden as the Ibex, 
although she was a fine steamship, 
being, indeed, one of the best boats 
belonging to the Southwestern Rail- 
way Company plying between South- 
ampton and the Channel Islands. 
On March 30th, 1899, she started 
at 11.45 p.m., and five hours later 
she had foundered in deep water, 
and between seventy and eighty of 
her passengers and crew had _per- 
ished. 

The place of this catastrophe was 
the dreaded Casquets, and so dense 
was the fog into which the Stella had 
run that the navigating officer was 
so much out of his reckoning that 
only a few minutes before she struck 
he had expressed) hisy SHAE the.

curred at the Hampstead Heath Sta- 
ion of the North London Railway on 
aster Monday, 1892. The station 
was reached by a flight of steep und 
narrow stairs, and at the bottom of 
of these was a barrier which could 
be opened and closed. The usual 
great concourse of people were dis- 
porting themselves upon the Heath 
as the day was beautiful, when sud- 
denly, late in the afternoon, a-tre- 
mendous rainstorm came on, and 
thousands of people rushed for the 
shelter of the railway station. 

Presently the platform was so 
densely crowded that any further ad- 
ditions would inevitably cause peo- 
ple to be pushed off the platform 
on to the railway lines. To prevent 
this possibility the barrier was clos- 
ed at the bottom of the stairs, and 
some scores of people were thus en- 
trapped in the narrow way, while 
the people at the top and outside 
continued to try, with might and 
main, to get into shelter. Eight or 
ten people were literally crushed tos 
death and a large number were very 
badly injured. 

As long ago as Boxing Day, 1858 a 
terrible panic took place at a popu- 
lar playhouse in Westminster. Be- 
fore the afternoon performance was 
concluded a great crowd of people 
were already waiting at the doors 
for the evening performance, and 
when the cry of “‘Fire!’’ was raised 
inside, and the audience, mad with 
excitement, ran out, the people out- 
side, knowing nothing of the cause 
of their sudden exit, tried to get in 
to secure a good place. Needless to 
say, the fight between the contend- 
ing forces was a terrrific one, and 
before it was over 50 people were more 
- ie badly injured and 15 were 
ead,

NEW VEGETABLE FIBER. 


Australian Marine Plant Possesses 
Valuable- Properties. 


In Australia there was recently dis- 
covered an extraordinary fiber of ma- 
rine growth which by reason of the 
vast amount of the deposit and the re- 
markable qualities of the fiber is ex- 
pected to prove of great commercial | 
importance. : 

; This fiber is the result of the .hed- 
dings of the leaf sheath of a sea grass | 
botanically known as Posidonia aus- 
tralis and so far has been found only 
in Spencer Gulf, South Australia, | 


where the sheddings have been im- 
prisoned by the action of wind and 
waves in the sand flats of the gulf. 

The uses of the fiber are found by 
experiments made by competent per- 
sons to be many and varied, and 
it possesses unique qualities. It 
will spin and weave in union with 
wool and will also take dye equally 
well, being so far as is known the 
only vegetable fiber to do this. It is 
practically noninflammable, its char- 
ring point being 373 degrees F., and 
it is to that extent a nonconductor, 
unlike cotton. It does not shrink and 
has more resillience than kapok. — It} 
is also found to be as good for snip 
calking as oakum. 

Blankets and cloth woven of a mix- 
ture of wool and this fiber, together 
with samples of the fiber in various 
stages of production from plant to 
yarn, are now on view in the sample 
yoom of one of the leading wool 
houses in Australia, and the manu- 
factured articles are being most fav- 
orably. commented upon by those in- 
terested in the textile industries. On 
account of its splendid dyeing proper- 
ties it can also be used in the making 
of carpets; also for coir matting, hes- 
sian, gging, woolpacks, and it ap- 
pears difficult to say to what other 
uses with proper machinery it can- 
not be put.

This, with chapter xxi, 4, aud 
the events which followed Paul's re 
turn to Jerusalem at this time. causes 
me to think that perhaps there was 
something of Paul in all thik and that 
hie yours of imprivou ment might 
been avoided, No one is qualitied to 
throw any stones at him, for who is 
there that has not been at sume time 
or otber very set in bis own way be- 
cause he thought it was the Lord's 
way, notwithstanding the opinion and 
the advice of his most intimate fellow 
believers? Then see how the Lord 
overruled it all to give us His most 
helpful episties from prison, in some 
of which we can almost hear the 
clanking of his chains, as some one 
has said. See Eph. iv, 1; Col. iv, 18. 

But, to return to our story and to 
pursue it, Pau! must have been strong 
ly reminded of his own zeal against 
“the way” in past years as he beard 
the mob cry, “Away witb him!" and a 
little later, “Away with such a fellow 
from the earth, for it is not fit that be 
should live” (xxi, 36; xxii, 22) The 
people were so violent that not only 
had the soldiers to rescue him from 
them, but they actually had to carry 
him. Asking permission to speak as 
he was about to be led into the castle, 
the chief captain was surprised that 
his prisoner could speak Greek, and 
then Paul bad a new occasion to un.

1, 13), but to 
be reckoned a captain of 4.000 murder- 
ers was n pretty heavy accusation. As 
followers of Christ we must be con- 
tent for His sake to*have laid to our 
charge things we know not (Ps. xxxv, 
11), Paul's testimony for bimself was 
that be was a Jew of Tarsus, a citizen 
of no mean city., In xxii, 25, and back 
in xvi, 37, he pleads that he isa Roman 
citizen, a citizenship not purchased 
with money, but bis by birth Because 
of a great price, even the precious 
blood of Christ, paid for our redemp- 
tion, all who receive Him are thus 
born from above and become citizens 
of that holy city the new Jerusalem 
(John 1, 12, 18; Phil. fl, 20). Being 
citizens of such a city, how glad we 
should be to bear anything for His 
sake who at such infinite cost has 
made us such, and how eager we 
should be to bave others enrolled as 
such citizens, for any one from any 
part of the wide world may have the 
privilege.

We found them 
huddled itn doorways and by the sides 
of buildings. The children Caught hold 
of the ropes and were led to shelter by 
their rescuers, whose sense of direc- 
tion gradually returned tothem. Every 
one of the 300 schoo! children in the 
town was got home in safety. But 
seven schoolteachers were frozen to 
death in the country during the bliz- 
zara and thousands of cattle died. The 
thermometer fell from about the freez- 
ing point at noon to 20 degrees below 
zero that night. It was the worst bliz- 
zard I ever saw, and I never want to 
experience another like it,”’— Des 
Moines Register and Leader.

Taxing C. & E. Land 


Edmonton.—The appeal case of the 
Calgary and Edmonton Land company 
vs. the provincial government, has 
ben creating considerable interest dur- 
ing the present session of the supreme 
court en banc. 

The dispute is over the right of the 
government to levy taxes for local im- 
provements on a portion of the land 
granted to the C. and E. Co., by the 
Dominion government in 1890.

Money in Tubers 
Calgary.—Bow River Valley potatoes 
will this year be used in Calgary and 
to a certain exclusion of the British 
Columbia product. A number of Cal- 
gary residents realizing that the Bow 
River Valley presented opportunities 
in potato culture fully the equal of 
British Columbia launched out this 
spring upon a tuber venture of no 
mean proportions. A quarter section 
of land was leased in the vicinity of 
Strathmore, and the whole area sown 
to potatoes. Now it is announced that 
the crop will average at least 200 
bushels to the acre and provide a pro- 
fit of something like $12,000. Fifty 
acres of this field averaged 300 bushels 
to the acre, 

Two four horse diggers and 16 men 
havé been harvesting the crop at the 
rate of 16 acres per day and a few 
days more will see the crop out of 
the ground and into the pit. 

Three pits or root houses have been 
dug at Strathmore, each being 60 by 
20 feet, their total storage being 25,000 
bushels. If the potato kings desired 
to ship all this crop at once it would 
be necessary to secure a special train 
of at least 30 cars.

Violent eruptions occurred in 1797, 
1840 and 1866 and since the later date 
tnere have been several outbreaks. 


Tried to Break the Hunger Strike 

London.—Wild scenes are reported 
to have taken place in the prison at 
Birmingham, as the result of the fore- 
ible feeding of women on a hunger 
strike. The women resisted the efforts 
of the keepers, smashing windows and 
assaulting the wardresses and finally 
had to be handcuffed and 
solitary confinement.

PERFORMERS BY HEREDITY. 


Circus Famities That Have Been So 
for Many Generations. 


Circus folk—unlike their theatrical 
cousins in general—save their money. 
Their vigorous training forbids dissi- 

ation and late hours, and their busy 
ife keeps their minds intent on their 


work; the circus managament, too, 
oneourages thrift, from the  high- 
salaried performers down to the 


stake-driving squads. Board, lodging, 
and travellig expeuses are pilu wv 


the show, and salary cheques are held | 


in trust at the commissary. There 
is no reason why one should not leave 
at the season’s end with nearly a 
whole season’s earnings. 

Nearly all the best performers have 
come into their occupation by here- 
dity. Ninety per cent. of them, it is 
said, can be included within thirty 
families, some of which go back to 
the circus days of the seventeenth 
century. 

The Chirinis of Italy, an equestrian 
family, go back to 1658, when their 
women rode before the Royal Court. 
The Bonairs claim a_ circus line&ge, 
unbroken, of two hundred and twenty- 
five years. The Clarkonians have 


owned a circus in Ireland for over a 
hundred years, and the sixth genera- 
tion of the family is now doing aerial 
work in this country. ; 

The clean, hearty camaraderie ex- 
isting between the men and women 
of the circus is good to see, the more 
30 because it is so unconsciously gen- 
uine: it would be quite 1a) ossiole 
for one or more intruders to disturb 
it; it is too well grounded. 

And the circus family is domestic, 
too, in its states. ‘The little com- 
partments on the ‘‘Pullmans” are 
quite homelike in appearance, with 
the evidences here and there, in the 
embroidered counterpanes, the small 
silk window-curtains, the brackets for 
toilet articles, of a horhe-loving wo- 
man’s left hand; so, too, are the dress- 
ing-rooms, even if they are taken up 
and put down every day. And in 
every one after rehearsal hours you 
will find a groun of wo.ue 1 vustri- 
ously sewing and embroidering—or, 
perhaps, schooling their children. 

There’s a family group of tumblers, 
for instance—four women, two men, 
and three boys. They are called the 
“La Polomas,” but that is a stage 
name. Their real name is something 
but, being true 
circus folk, they mention it always 
with a blush and quick apology; and 
strive to keep it darkly hidden till 
they get back each winter to their 
farm in Kansas. The women are 
blond, German, and practical, and 
they do all their sewing while “out on 
the road.”
